successor of Tséng, and he has done. his 
work in 4 sufficiently masterly way, -The 
railway has been pounced on by the Govern:

Chinese, It is rnmoured, now, that the 
authorities have.made an offer for the China

Mr Justice Blackburn 
saya, *‘ The great inconvenience that would 
result if there were privity of contract be- 
tween the foreign constituent of a commis- 
sion merchant and the home. supplier of 
gooda has ied toa course of business in 
copsequence-of which it has been long 
aottled that a foreign constituent does not 
give the commission merchant any authority 
to pledge his credit to those from whom 
the merchant buys by his order and on 
his account.” If the opinion that ‘Messrs 
Lane, Crawford and.Qo, were in the po- 
si-ion of foreign factors is correct, there 
is no privity..of contract between ” the 
defendant and the vendors in England. If 
so, there is no way in which the defendant 
could, acting alone, recover damages against 
the vendors on the implied warranty that 
the goods ordered by his agent and supplied 
by them should reasonably anawor to the 
description in the contract, which they do 
not. The only way in which he qould

Completing the amphitheatre were gathered 
an immenso-Dumber of invited epsctators 
grouped in various blocks, Behind the 
amphitheatre enclosed, wore assembled. a 
large concoursd of other spectators. South 
of the assemblage, troops of all arms were 
drawn up, numbering upwarde of 16,000. 
On the North, troops, retinues, and fol 
lowers of native chiefs and. nobles were 
stationed, forming a characteristic pictur- 
esque oriental sight, quite unique.
